This d o gged ad herence to cu sto m can­ 
no t be acco u nted fo r, ex cept o n tho 
su ppo sitio n that the su spicio ns are ex ­ 
cited by an attempt to d epart fro m it. 
In Ecu ad o r there are no smaller co ins 
than the qu artillo ; change is thero fo ro 
mad e by the u se o f bro ad .

break fast ro lls, which co st abo u t 1 cent 
each, and the mark et wo men receiv e 
them ami giv e them as change fo r 
small pu rchases.

g enera lly did, they were no t o f a v ery 
substa ntia l cha ra cter, a nd seeing tha t 
the brea kfa st wa s ea ten immedia ely o n 
rising , v ery ea rly , the luncheo n co uld 
no t be reg a rded in the lig ht o f a n in­ 
sult to the brea kfa st a nd a n injury to 
the dinner, in which wa y it is no t in­ 
frequently spo ken 
o f 
by 
Eng lish 
epicures. 
When o ne ha s bro ken o ne’s 
fa st between six a nd sev en o 'clo ck, by 
swa llo wing a few mo uthfuls o f brea d 
dipped in a lig ht wine, a fter the ma n­ 
ner o f the Greeks, o r brea d with sa lt, 
dried g ra pes, o iiv es o r cheese, a fter the 
Ro ma n fa shio n, o ne ma y leg tima tely be 
entitled to a ho t dish o f fish o r eg g s a t 
no o n. A luncheo n under these c'rcum- 
sta nces ca nno t co me under the ca teg o ry 
o f either insult o r injury to a ny o ther 
mea l. 
The ccen a, o r dinner-supper o f 
cla ssica l times, co nsisting o f 
three 
co urses, h o re iVceu vres, 
piqua nt dishes, 
then fish a nd mea t in sev era l remo v es, 
wa s held iu fa r to o Irg h esteem by 
epicu rean appetites to a llo w o f its be­ 
ing injured by a ny prev io us re pa ts, 
“ No t till the supper o r dinner, ca ll it 
wha t we will, wa s serv ed d id the no ble 
Bo ma n ta ke liis da ily fo o d with lux uri­ 
o us elegance and ease. 
The ev ening 
mea l wa s fo r the few, no t fo r the 
many . 
It was the meal sacred to ho spitality 
and pleasu re. 
Tho se who parto o k o f it 
reclined at length o n co u ches, in the 
spirit o f festal enjo y ment and so cial 
pleasare, d o nned lik e a marriage ro be. 
Dinner o r su pper, this was the meal o f 
the d ay . 
Bu siness was left behind , care 
and to il were fo rgo tien, the d ay ’s wo rk 
was d o ne." 
This gracefu l peep at an ancient Ro ­ 
man’s d inner, fro m 
the pen o f o ne 
v ersed in the d o mestic life o f tho se 
time, is su fficiently bro ad to sho w that, 
after all, o u r o wn habits are no t v ery 
d issimilar, bu t it sho u ld be remem- 
tgmed that, lik e o u r mo re immed iate 
pred ecesso rs, tho Ro mans were no t as 
ad d icted to t iming night into d ay as 
we are, and that » altho u gh the late d in­ 
ner was the meal o f the d ay , the ho u r 
at which it was partak en o f was far 
earlier than o u rs, and 
that, co nse­ 
qu ently , it may be assu med the late­ 
ness was d iv ested o f many o f its per­ 
nicio u s resu lts. 
Ind eed , tho Ro man 
had a great regard fo r the v alu e o f 
d ay light, artificial light was little re­ 
so rted to , and he went to bed , gener­ 
ally « [leak ing, at the clo ne o f the d ay . 
Ilenco lie ro se betimes, and the writer 
who , as abo v e, d escribed tho end o f d ay , 
thu s speak s o f its beginning: 
“After waiting o n so me great man, o r 
if he happened to be a great man him­ 
self, after being waited u po n, he to o k 
liis break fast, bu t if any bo d y liv ing 
sees, o r fancies that lie see-« , any thing 
lik e a su bstantial English break fast in 
. 
the Latin jen ta en lu m , 
lie errs wid ely 
o f his mark . The Ro man bro k e his fast 
by nibbling a biscu it, and this was no t 
u ntil he has tak en the air, and , generally 
speak ing, bathed . 
The mid -d ay meal, 
p ra n d iu 
//<, is co nstru ed by mo d erns to 
stand lo r d inner, bu t it was no mo re 
lik e o u r d inner than 
jen ta c u lu m 
was 
lik e o u r break fast. 
As with u s, ho w­ 
ev er, so metimes tho two meals were 
thro wn into she; and then y o u r Ro man 
wo u ld get with his biscu it o r d ry bro ad 
a d ate, an o liv e o r two , 
a fig o r a few 
raisins 
v ery d ifferent all this fro m ho t
